ity generally and to .icafaring men in par- 
ticular that'Victoria harbor could with a 
very trilling outlay be made easily accessi- 
ble for any steamers that are refjulnrly 
plying in these waters. Tho blasting of 
one or two small rooks and regular dteJg- 
ing could make it ono of the best harbors 
on the eoa,^t to oritor, and it can hardly 
be donii d that the accommodation of the 
inner harbor ia quite oipi.il te) otir proba- 
ble requirements for sonie time tu come. 
Its perfect safety is untpiostinned . 
Largo steamers and nailing vessels have 
for many years past entered and cleared 
without dilliculty and we believe that to- 
day it is easier for steamers to enter Vic- 
toria's inner harbor than it is for same 
Bleaincrs to got up to Portland, and 
ocean steamers are often detained longer 
in entering Liverpool, England, than any 
steamers have been in entering Victoria. 

The article referred to eulogizes tho nc- 
coinmodation of a wharf situated just 
outside tho harbor, nearly in tho Roads. 
Nn doubt the accommotlation may be all 
that is claimed, and the enterpri.te uf the 
owners ia most commendablo; but a.i to 
the safety, tu say the least, we have vevv 
grave doubts. Wo hardly think it would 
bo II good place for any vessel in a strong 
southwest blow; but as the advantages of 
this wharf are said to bo so great it.s owners 
should, we think, let it stand on itH merits 
and not dispar.igo the main properly of 
the city by diooroditing Victoria harbor.

ing their goods landed at the outer wharf 
which ia stated, in the advortisouiont, to 
be only a few hundred yards frcnn the 
old wharves. This distance may be cor- 
rect by water; but it is about a mile and a 
half by land fmm tho business pari of the 
Victoria and tho road a vi-ry heavy one. 
tho expense of getting goods is liftv tu ono 
hundred per cent, over the old rate. 
Added to this are the great inconvenionci' 
and lo.ss of time in going out this long 
distance to examine goods. Uelail 
traders will be unable to got thoir .■siiigh.' 
packages of goods as delivered from 
steamers, but will have to wait until a full 
load is discharged before somliiig their 
drays for them, and no drryniaii could 
make wages at haulinii unless his charges 
are very much highiM' than thi: jire-sont 
rates of the city wharves. 

We claim, sir, that it is not fair that 
liills nf lading which have always been 
"ljoou'' to have morcbandizft landed ut 
our very doors, shoiild|-(uddcnly have a 
new construction put n|)on llu'in and .i 
claim made in behalf of steamers that the 
'..joods can be delivered miles away. Il 
would lie ju.st as reasunablo to land the 
goods at feuil Buy or Beacon IJill, if 
these places were within the city limits. 

We believe that this is not tho time to 
di.ii)ar.i'.<e our harbor, anil we hope .shortly 
to .-,i:e an editoiial from you urging on 
the l)ominioii government to still further 
imjirove it. This would bo real iirugresr. 
as it would tend to decrease, in.ilead of 
increasing the charges on merchandiie 
into the port.

waste lands of tlin crown. The price 
should be a dollar and a quarter an acre.

It 
was land so i-levaled as nut to bo SuiUlbla 
for agricullure or so situ.ite that it could 
not lie irrigateil. Fifty cents was too 
linv as to p.istora! land oast of tho Cas- 
cades though it might lie proper uuncurii- 
ing the mountainous lands on Vancouver 
and adjacent islands.

About a pint will suffice for a washatand, 
or a quart for a bath tub or kitchen sink. 
Bo sure that no water runs into it until 
next morning. During tho night the lya 
will convert all the offal in tho pipo into 
.softsoap, and tho first current of water iu 
tho morning will remove it entirely, and 
leave tho pipe* as dean as l^ew. The to- 
called potash lyo is not recommended for 
this purpose. The lyo should bo kept in 
hesvy glass bottles or detni-jnhns covered 
with wicker-work antl plainly laboUed; 
always under look whon not in actual use.
